PANAMA CANAL 


Latest Marvel of Eng!neering 


The construction of the Panama 
Oanal across the narrowest part of 
Contral America—the total length of 
the canal psing about thirty-five miles 
—has cost $550,000,000, 

For nearly 400 Year the Joining up 
of the Atlantio and Pacific Oceana by 
means of a canal cut at Panama has 
been the dream of engineers and nav- 
igators. The suggestion that such a 
canal could be constructed was first 
made in the sixteenth century, 

But although surveys were made by 
such countries as Spain, Holland and 
America, with a view to cutting a 
great canal, nothing wag done to carry 
out any plan until Ferdinand de Les- 
seps, the man who constructed the 
Suez Canal, convened in Paris 1 
1879 an international congress to dis- 
cuss a plan for cutting through the 
Isthmus of Panama, De Lesseps's 
plan was adopted, money got together 
and two years later a commencement 
was made on the work, 

At first, De Lesseps’s Wngineering 
Conimission to Panama estimated that 
the cost of the canal would be $200,- 
000,000, but the great engineer re- 
duced thelr figures to $120,000,000, 
and announced that a tide-level canal 
could be completed for that sum, 

Tho history of De Lesseps’s tragie 
failure is well known, Year after 
year the work went on, and little pro- 
gress seemed to be made. More mil- 
lions were borrowed until, at the end 
of elght years, $350,000,00® had been 
expended in endeavoring to carry out 
his project—a sum three times as 
large as the whole cost of the Suez 
Canal, completed and available for 
traffic,

Rates and the Cost of Living 


A citizen of Wostern Canada is 
breakfasting at an Ottawa hotel on 
bread and butter, bacon, eggs and 
coffee, Tho waiter hands him the 
bill, which !s more than dt used to be 
when he was there a few years ago, 
and, of course, he lays the blame on 
rail rates, 

Let us consider the facts, The 
tate on flour from Winnipeg to Otta- 
wa in car-lond lots, all-rail, is 80 cents 
per 100 pounds, say 60 cents for a 
barrel of 198 pounds, Manitoba flour 
being strong and well-matured, the 
Ottawa baker is able to make 196 
oaves, each weighing 114 pounds, from 
a barrel, the addition of water and 
yeast accounting for the seemingly 
miraculous increase in the flour, As- 
suming that our friend eats heartily 
of bread, we get down to this sum 
in Rule of Three;—If the rail rate on 
the principal raw material of 196 
loaves is 60 cents, what portion of It 
is paid by the consumer of half a loaf, 

The hotel pays five cents or so per 
loaf, but may charge him twice or 
three times that much for half a one. 
In any event it is evident that. the 
rail rate constitutes the merest frac- 
tion of the first cost of the bread. 
That a barrel of flour should be car- 
ried 1300 milos for 60 cents ts, if one 
comes to think of it, nothing short of 
wonderful, In Eastern Canada It 
costs 25 cen's or thereabouts to move 
a barrel by horse and wagon from the
